Memphis Grand-Jury Stfrring Up Saloon 
Men and City Officials. 


MBpMPHi6s, Tenn., Aug. 16.—The Grand-jury 
is camping on the trail ofthe liquor deglers 
who have falled to pay a license and the 
officials of the city whose neglect of duty has 
permitted the lawtobe evaded. The con- 
ditions here are much like those prevatling 
mist. Louis, and the present Grand- jury is 
taking steps to have the law enforced. Up 


to to-day 588 indictments against liquor 
sellers have been returned, 

It is said that the jury is not more than 
half through withthe work of looking into 
the liquor question. They have just started 
in on the corner-grocery Keepers, it is said, 
and will not stop until everyone who has not 
complied with the lawin regard to license is 
indicted. 

On these grounds it is roughly estimated 
that over 1,000 trae Dbills will be 
found before the work ends. The 
whisky dealers have become thoroughly 
aroused by the situation, and some of 
them are paying up. 80 that when the jury 
comes to their names on the list they will be 
marked checked. The increase in county 
revenues in the last few days has been espe- 
a noticeable. Liquor men do not like 
the idea of facing the wrath of the law and 
bad rather meet their obligations with 
the county and State than do 

The present state of affairs is 

to the unusual latitude granted 
dealers by those charged with the duty 
of 3 these revenues. These. dealers 
have prayed for 8 on a the gronnda of 
bard times, etc., until season 
opens up. but when N final reckoning 
comes they are prompt enough to come to 
ta w. 

When the final report of the Grand-jury is 
made it is predicted that certain city officials 
will feel uncomfortabie. Ithas been, found 
that not only have liquor dealers enjoyed 
immunity from taxation, dut a great many 
people in other lines of trade also, When all 
persons who have not complied with the 
license law for the past year shall have paid 
up the income will be $250,000 

The revenue for State, county and city for 
saloons amounts to $285 per year, and there 
are 700 dealers in this county. The wholesale 
houses are required to pay per year, and 
many of these are behind, though all whole- 
sale and retall houses have paid the federal 
license fees. Of the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars that should have been paid tothe 
county this year only $21,000 has been col- 
lected. The investigation grows out or de- 
mand from the State Treasury Department. 

Mayor Clapp bas been before the jury and 
questioned about city affairs pertaining to 
the collection of the privilege tax, It is said 
that he tola the jury that the city was pretty 
well up in its ee and that the city 
was within $600 of the amounts of its eoliec- 
tions at the first of september last year.

facto laws are forbiddén by the Ounstitu- 
tion; that a law which is whoo! onal 
tutional as 4 whole, and 
that the new tariff law will plunge the 
country into new uncertainties and disas- 
trous confusion. > ‘ 

This confusion is all in the mind of the 


The ex post facto laws forbidden by the 
constitution are retrospective criminal 
laws, and the new tariff does not contain 
any retrospective or retroaétive provision 
that will hurt it or creaté any trouble. 

The clause providing that it should take 
effect on the first of August was a mere 
miscalculation of thé delay in passing it, 
and the only effect of that provision will 
be to put the measure in force whenever it 
becomes a law. The old tariff remaind in 
force till it shall. be repealed by the new 
one's taking effect as law on the 27th ef 
August or as much sooner as the President 


chooses 


These points have all been adjadicated in 
other cases involving them. Taking cogni- 
zance of an unexpected delay in the pas- 
sage of a bill, the courts give effect to the 
plain intention of Congress as to the date 
of enforcement, and do not give it a ret- 
roactive force which was plainly not in- 
tended and is not practicable.

The Post-Dispaton heartily seconds the 
Old Pretender’s demand that its pubiica- 
tion of an old public document as a special 
dispatch from Washington be investigated 
by a committee of merchants. 

An impartial investigation of this matter 
may clear up several points which sorely 
puzzle the Old Pretender’s contemporaries 
and the people who have occasion to notice 
ite vagaries. The exact nature of its act 
in blowing about the expense of telegraph- 
ing and publishing an old pamphlet is a 
matter of grave doubt, which can only be 
determined by some such lunacy inquiry 
as it demands. 

Let the facts be remembered. The Sen- 
ate bill was printed and distributed by 
mail shortly after it was passed by the 
Senate and sent to conference. For weeks 
it has lain around newspaper and business 
offices. At least one copy must have 
adorned the editorial desk or the waste 
basket of the Old Pretender. Any citizen 
who had a friend in business or could com- 
manda 2-cent stamp could have obtained 
all the copies he wanted of the Old Pre- 
tender’s great special dispatch weeks be- 
fore it appeared in that sheet. 

Now in publishing this moldy old public 
document as a special dispatch and in 
boasting with double-leaded self-puffery 
of the enterprising liberality which in- 
duced it to pay telegraph tolls for 30,000 
words of it, the Post-DispatcH did not 
deny that the Old Pretender was guilty of 
ordinary imbecility. In fact, we impar- 
tially suggested that hypothesis, but with 
the kindness which characterizes our con- 
uct towards our contemporaries we 
sought to flatter the intellectual vanity 
which is the strongest weakness of the 
Old Pretender, by leaning to the conclusion 
that it wasa cheap, sneaking fake. 

The intense resentment with which the 
Old Pretender received the imputation that 
it was more of a fakir than fool and its in- 
dignant demand for an investigating com- 
mittee to prove that it is a fool, is gratify- 
ing evidence that although ite head may 
be off ite heart is in the right place. 

But the Investigation Committee should 
not only settie the question of whether the 
Old Pretender ie a fool or a fakir, but 
also what kind of a fool it is. It 
should determine if it is a con- 
genital ass, or if ite asininity is due to 
disease or some other abnormal cause, If 


tender is a paretic or is troubled by any kind 
of fool sickness we suggest that the 50 or 
9500, which it asks the Post-DisPaTo# to 
put up, be devoted to defraying the ex- 
penses of its treatment in an asyluin.

tion lest night and stated that some time be 
tween 9a. m. and (p. m. yesterday his resi- 
dence was entered during the absence ofthe 
family, and the books of Council No. 9, A. P. 
A. stolen. The police report that he steted 
that his son, Albert M. Patrick, living with 
him, was the Secretary of the Oounecll and 
that the purloined books Were in his custody. 

Eotrance was effected through a side door, 
where a pane of glass had been smashed out 
and the door opened then from the inside. 
The theft was evidently premeditated and 
carefully planned, as nothing was disturbed 
beyond what was necessary to get an en- 
trance. Nothing was taken but the books, 
so that the crime must have been committed 
tor the sole purpose of stealing privdte 
records. 

STATEMENT OF MR. PATRICK'S SON. 

Albert M. Patrick, Who was sald to de the re- 
cording sscretary of Council No. 9, A. PF. A., 
whose books were stolen, Was seen at Sam 
T. Rathell’s office, where he ts bookkeeper. 


He said: ‘*This is news to me, and is the first 
have heard of it. I have not been living at 
nome for some time, but have 
been stopping in the West End, 
not the secretary of Oouncil No. 9. 
nor am Ja membverof the order at all. Itis 
my father whois referred to. Ifthe police 
report that my father said the books were 
mine they have made a mistake; my father, 
whoisa carpenter, isthe secretary meant. 
Ilbave often been urged to join the order, 
but Jhave not found it consistent with my 
business interests to do so. Our house 
has been broken into several times 
already, but this is the rst I have heard of 
this last burglary.
